Never Eliminated 


T has been sald that “obstruction” 
will never bo completely climin- 
ated from our game because of the 
human clement, but much can be 
done to obviate it. Players often 
accuse an umpire because ho Js 
strict, ond blame him for spoiling 
the play, but isn't it the other way 
round? Aren't the players to blamo? 
By thelr ignorance. or witfulness, 
they create breaches or commit 
fouls. which the dutiful umpire 
must penalise. Those umpires who 
have had ‘a good dca! of ‘experi- 
ence will fell you that rough games 
develop from obstruction. 


Read The Rule 


READ this’ rule through care- 

fully and do not appear in- 
nocent: the next time you ‘are 
pennlised,: Watch other teams 
playing and you will find that 


obstruction ig often caused by 
(i) Over-cagerness to get the ball; 


‘(il) Going: for the ball unneces- 


sarily hard; 
(ill) Doing anything: to get the 


ball, and 
(iv) Doing anything to prevent an 
opponent getting It. 


' Goal-keeping Obstruction 


[HE gonl-kecper is just as 
guilty of obstruction as any 
other player, and he must be 
penalised as with any of the 
others, ‘But he often. gets away 
with the following: 
(i) Charging: roughly into an at- 
tacking: forward; : : 
db Running out between the at- 
tacker and the batl' and so prevent- 


Ing the attacker from reaching the}- 


ball before‘it crosses the goal-line; 

(ill) Running out to mect the at- 
tacker and'then opening his legs and 
letting the ball go through; r 

(iv) Pretending to kick the ball, 
but standing in the rond of the at- 
tacker so that the only way the 
latter can yet to the ball is to “run 
through him.” 


Reverse Stick Play 


RIBBLING the ball on the Icft 
side with the reversd stick 
often Ieads to “obstruction.”
